increasingly dominated the Orient 
until finally greed impelled it to 
overreach itself in an effort to 
master and enslave not only its 
neighbors hut to conquer great 
countries of the western world. 
Wo have realized, of courso. that 
Japan has suffered complete de- 
"cnl. hut we are so close to this 
epochal event that it is difficult to 
sense its true immensity. 


Nippon 
has 
been 
utterly 


minshed. Not only that but she 
has been deprived of her ill-got 
jams and thrust back into her 
liny island kingdom. 
She now 


lacks the resources to recover any- 
thing approaching her former po- 
sition. She has been flung into the 
oblivion from which she emerged, 
nlmost within the memory of liv- 
ing man. 


Now that's a fact.of tremendous 


import. It means that a vacuum 
has been created in the Orient, 
wilh ihc disappearance of this 
dominant power. It is in the na- 
ture of 
things that something 


must rush'in to fill that vacuum 
That is, some other people wil 
in due course take its place. What 
will it be?. 


He would indeed be gifted witr 


rare vision who could see that 
now. 
However, the probabilities 


are that for a considerable period 
the influence of the Big Three— 
America. Russia and Britain—wil 
control the situation, pending the 
emergence of 
the 
new Asiatic 


power. China is a logical succes- 
sor, hut it will be long before she 
could assume the crown, for she 
is terribly weak in all categories 
excepting 
one—the 
magnificent 


spirit which enabled her to hang 
on in face of the Jap onslaught. 


China has a monumental task 


ahead of her. She must repair the 
terrible ravages of her long war, 
she must rehabilitate and greatly 
expand her industries, and she stili 
lias to go through the pioneering 
days in developing the far reaches 
of a country which is so vast as to 
be unwieldy. 


So China is a logical ultimate 


successor to the throne, but be- 
fore we accept this as a finality 
we should stop and ask ourselves 
whether there is any other Asiatic 
power which might intervene. And 
we shouldn't let that term "Asia- 
tic" restrict our vision, for there's 
one great power .which we have 
come to regard as European but 
which also is Asiatic. 


Sure, that's Russia. The Soviet 


union is extending its influence

indeed be short-sighted

I wouldn't bet a plugged 
penny against a dollar that this 
wouldn't happen. 


As for Nippon, while she has 


had to surrender her might, she 
still can achieve a useful and hap- 
py life. As MacArth'ur says, the 
Japanese "have for the first timt. 
seen the free man's way of life in 
actual action, and it has stunned 
them into new thought and new 
ideas. A revolution—or more prop- 
erly speaking, 
tl)e evolution— 


which will restore "he dignity and 
freedom, of the common man has 
begun."

The treasury wanted the excess 


profits tax ended January 1. The 
House bill would reduce the tax 
now and end it January 1, 19-17. 
The treasury also proposed repeal 
of the normal income lax on indi- 
viduals. The House scaled It down 
in 'such a way that some ConRresj 
members complained it mainly 
aided those wilh big incomes.

Even when such nations 
find themselves compelled to fight off aggres 
sive assaults, they generally try to do their 
fighting as cleanly as possible.

but they haven't really been playing baseball 
end football long enough to have them sink 
into their souls.

the details of the same persons' own ailments 
bore them stiff? 


HALDER ON HITLER 


"Hitler was a thorough liar, absolutely 


Untrustworthy and completely allergic to rea- 
soning when it was a question of criticising 
his pet ideas. His military capabilities were 
those of a mediocre corporal."

General Franz von Haider, chief of the Ger- 
man general staff from 193S to 1942. Need 
less to say, he said nothing of this nt the 
time.

THE DOCK STRIKE 


The dock strikes in New York und London oc- 


curred simultaneously—too much BO to be acci- 
dental. In New York the strike was ot the nature 
of a rank and file revolt agalrtst recognized union 
cadershlp, the Communists supporting the rank 
and flic. In a word, it was a Communist-fomented, 
anti-American Federation of Labor strike. 


Its principal objective was to bring the New 


York longshoremen into association with Joe Cur- 
ran's and Harry Bridges' unions, whicli are gen- 
erally regarded as the top Communist unions in 
the C.I.O. This is different from a jurlsdlcttonal 
strike! it Is a revolt within the ranks of me- ur.'icr. 
wlih Hie object of bringing its mcmburshii) into 
another union. 


The principal sufferers of tlie strike ore our 


soldiers in Europe. It is already estimated 
that 


this strike cost returning soldiers between 10 days 
and a fortnight, which is too great a price to pay 
after service abroad in the thick of the fight. Many 
of the dockers arc of military age who have <not 
iiad to go Into the war. 
In addition, ships have 


)cen forced to sail without cargoes intended for 
our troops and [or the rclicl of starving peoples. 


It is the responsibility of the government of I he 


United States to see to it that strikes of this na- 
ture do not take place. It's true that after the 
strike had disrupted the waterfront for some days, 
some troops were sent in to unload the mails and 
some cargo. But that was hardly a sufficient re- 
sponse to the problem. The Army and Navy should 
assume responsibility for loading and unloading 
ships actually engaged In troop movements and 
there should not be an hour's delay in their sched- 
ules. 


' This is not a quarrel between labor and man- 


agement, between a union and an industry. This 
concerns the return to this country of American 
troops. And while it may be, in this instance, a 
local inflammation, it is symptomatic of a serious 
and progressive social disease, namely, an 
utter 


lack not only of civic responsibility but of civic in- 
terest. We spealt in vehement tones of unity and 
democracy, but actually this is becoming a group- 
ridden nation with eacli particular group pursuing 
its own course without any concern ns to the wel- 
fare of the entire nation. No country can long 
sustain such a condition. 


And even more surprising is the lack of indig- 


nation on the part of the public. In fact. Ameri- 
cans seem to have lost the quality of Indignation. 
It used to be that the mails had to go through. It 
used to be that persons In high office had to he 
personally honest. It used to be that Americans 
were outraged by man's inhumanity to man. To- 
day the public seems to be unable to bestir them- 
selves about anything but the private lives of 
mediocrities and the yodcllngs on the radio. 


And so there is no indignation when'the dock- 


ers tic up the very shipping that is to bring the 
soldiers home from Europe. What is the sense in 
counting poinls when the ships lie in Hie port of 
New York where workers are quarreling over the 
triviality as to whether they will boloiig to Ryan's 
feudal kingdom or Curran's 
feudal kingdom or 


Bridges' feudal kingdom? The people foil to be- 
come indignant when their 
officials, 
from 
the 


President down, seem to be afraid to interfere 
when an altogether indecent strike • occurs—fear- 
ful lest they incur the political wrath of the over- 
lords of labor who have grown stronger than the 
government Itself. 


They arc fearful when they should be indig- 


nant. They are fearful thnt they might he markcc 
down as "anti-labor" or even us "labor-baiters.' 
But they have no fear that they might be called 
cowards or that they might even be designated as 
lacking in the American characteristic of indipna 
tlon. 


This is a proper time for indignation because the 


American people nrc getting a raw deal all around 
It is the time to talk nbout nothing else so thai 
pressure upon officialdom 
might 
become fierce 


enough to force them to he for the whole of the 
United States rather than for a vociferous segmenl 
of Its people.

SOME THOUGHTS OX FATIGUE 


More and more are we coming to realize the 


importance of rest to our general health and to our 
outlook on life. This has been brought home by the 
effects of rest on war workers in Britain and else- 
where. The workers in Britain under terrific need 
worked 7-1 hours per week. When the working was 
later reduced to 55 hours, the weekly output did 
not fall off, rather it was increased by ]3 per cent. 
Jn some instances production was 10 per cent great- 
er during the month when workers were made to 
stop work for four 10 minute periods during a 
work day. Up to a certain point reduction In work 
hours leads lo an increase in hourly output so thai 
Ihe daily work rises. "Indeed, the fatigue factor of 
long hours without a rest (lav and without vacation 
so reduced productivity that Churchill announced. 
"If we nre to xvin the war it win be large- 
ly by staying powers. For (hat purpose there must 
be one day in seven for a rest and as a general rule 
there must IK* one work's holiday a ycnr." 


That prolonged hours alone do not tell the whole 


story of fatigue is |»inted out bv Joseph L. KclJer- 
man. M.D.. Major. Medical Corps. United Stales 
Army. In Medical Clinics of North America l>r 
Kcttcrman stairs that (lie atmosphere both physi- 
cal and social, in which Hie cmplmvc works is im- 
portant.

I wonder how many of the 


readers of this column remember 
the replica of the first steamboat 
on tiic Hudson river, the Cler- 
mont, that was berthed in the 
lagoon at Kingston Point Park for 
a number of years. As I recall it 
the replica some years ago was 
sold to Henry Ford and removed 
to his museum. 


Isaiah Ginzburg, the druggist at 


93 Broadway, who some 20 years 
ago built a model of the famous 
old Skillypot that used to ply the 
waters of the Rondout creek .be- 
tween this city and Sleightsburgh, 
is now at work building a mode! 
of the old Clermont. When he con- 
structed the model of the Skilly- 
pot ho used paper and cardboard 
but for the Clerniont he 13 using 
wood. 


The replica is on display in his 


show window to afford pedestrians 
a view of the progress being made 
He is working from a sketch he 
made some 20 years ago as the 
Clermont lay berthed in the park 
lagoon. 


Also in the show window is the 


model of the Skillypot the drug- 
gist made nearjy a quarter of 
century ago. 


The original Clermont as built 


by Robert Fulton was 130 feet 
long, 15 feet wide, and.drew 4 feet 
of water. 


The replica of the Clermont was 


built to take part in the naval 
parade up the Hudson river that 
marked the Hudson-Fulton cele- 
bration in 1909. There was also a 
replica of the Half Moon, the ves- 
sel that carried Henry Hudson up 
the- Hudson river on his voyage ol 
discovery, in the parade. 


Mayor Palmer Canfield on Janu- 


ary 1, 1920, announced the ap- 
pointment of Wesley Watcrbury, 
Nicholas Stock and Peter H. 
Osterhoudt to serve as members 
of the Charity Board under the 
provisions of the amended city 
charter.

Japan is so starkly realistic tha 
it brings one up wilh a jolt: 


"This ends its military migh 


months 
ot sea and its military influence in inter 


national 
affairs. It no longe 


reckons ns a world power, cithe 


i'KC or small." ' 
Thus perishes an evil power 


which for almost a hundred years 
increasingly dominated the Oricn 
until finally greed impelled it lo 
[overreach itself in an effort to 
master nnd enslave not only its 
neighbors but to conquer great 
countries of the western world. 
We have realized, of course, that 
Japan has suffered complete de- 
feat, but we are so close to this 
epochal event that it is difficult to 
sense its true immensity. 


Nippon 
lias 
been 
utterly 


smashed, Nol only that but she 
has been deprived of her ill-got 
gains nnd thrust back into her 
tiny island kingdom. 
She now 


lacks the resources to recover any- 
thing approaching bcr. former po- 
sition. She has been flung into the 
oblivion from which she emerged, 
almost within the. memory of liv- 
ing man.. 


Now that's a fact of tremendous 


import. It means that a vacuum 
has been created in the Orient, 
with the disappearance of this 
dominant ixnvcr. It is in the na- 
ture of things that something 


must rush in to fill .that vacuum. 
That is, some other people will 
in due course take its place. What 
will it be? 


He would indeed be gifted with 


rare vision who could sec that 
now. 
However, the probabilities 


are that for a considerable period 
the influence of the Big Three- 
America. Russia and Britain—will 
control the situation, pending the 
emergence of 
the new 
Asiatic 


power. China is a logical succes- 
sor, but it will be long before she 
could assume the crown, for she 
s terribly weak in all categories 
excepting .one—the 
magnificent 


spirit which enabled her to hang 
on in face of the Jap onslaught. 


China has a monumental task 


•mead of her. She must repair the 
errible ravages of her long war, 
he must rehabilitate and greatly 
\\nand her industries, and she still 
las to go through the pioneering 
lays in developing the far reaches 
)f a country which is so vast as to 
K unwieldy. 


So China is a logical ultimate 


uccessor to the throne, but be- 
ore we accept this as a finality 
vc should stop and ask ourselves 
vhether there is any other Asiatic 
»wcr which might intervene. And 
•e shouldn't let that term "Asia- 
ic" restrict our vision, for there's 
nc great power .which we have 
omc'to regard as European but 
•Inch also is Asiatic. 
Sure, that's Russia. The Soviet 
nion is extending its influence 


methodically in the Asiatic sphere. 
Japan's defeat is rendering this 
far easier. 


This is no time for prophesy as 


to what will come out of the 
Oriental melting-pot, hilt we shall 
indeed be short-sighted if we 
don't recognize that Russia may be 
the power which will rush into the 
vacuum created by Japan's elim- 
ination. I wouldn't bet a plugged 
penny against a dollar that this 
wouldn't happen. 


As for Nippon, while she has 


had to surrender her might she 
still can achieve a useful and haf 
lap- 
thc 
py life. As MacArthur says, the 
Japanese "have for the first time 
seen the free man's wav of life in 
actual action, and it has stunnec 
them into new thought and new 
ideas. A revolution- -or more prop- 
erly 
speaking. 
tl)e evolution— 


which will restore the dignity and 
freedom of the common, man has 
begun."
